COAL GAS FOR AUTOS 

OWING to the shortage of 
gasohne in. Great Biitam 
much attention is being giv-' 
tn to the development of 
eubstltutes. It has been 
lound that coal gas is a very econo- 
J iical fuel for operating motor 
Jiusses. 

There are two ways by which coal 
ras can be carried on motor vehicles. 
One is in a lag made of some flex- 
ible material in the nature of a bal- 
loon, in which the gas is stored at 
•ipproximately the pressure of the 
tmospbere (see illustration).

MARRIAGE BY PROXY 
IT is a live question in Great Bri- 
■■ tain now as to whether marriage 
by proxy should be legalized, for the 
special benefit of men at the front. 

France has already made this war- 
time concession, and the Australian 
Government has called a conference 
of churchmen and others lo con- 
sider, the adoption of a proxy form 
of marriage between Australians at 
the front and women in Australia, 

While soldiers from England gen- 
erally have a chance of returning on 
leave for the purpose of marriage, 
there are frequently difficulties in 
the way and marriage by proxy 
would probably be frequently per- 
mitted, especially in the case of a 
man severely woutldcd or stricken 
with a serious illness at the front. 



EAT THEM HERE 
IN a memorandum forwarded to 
■■the High Commissioner for Can- 
ada in London, Lord Rhondda, the 
British Food Controller^ says that 
as all available resources will be 
required to maintain the supply of 
the essential foodslufls, such as 
"'^^■'t. tacon, aitd eheesCj he ts trn- 
ahlc to arrange facilities for tlic 
importation of Canadian potatoes. 
. It is estimated that there will be 
in the United Kingdom this Sei::;.in 
a surplus of about a million tona of 
potatoes over tbc normal consump- . 
tion. Lord Hhondda suggests that 
the best use for the surplus of Cana- 
dian potatoes would be direct con- 
sumption in Canada, in such a way 
as to economize the consumption of 
cereals and set free a larger quan- 
tity of such cereals for export to 
the United Kingdom. As there is a 
surplus of ten million bushels of 
potatoes in Canada this year, every 
oneshould be able to secure a supply.
